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REPORT OF ADVISORY COMMITTEE 
OF TOWN OF SOUTHBOROUGH 
DECEMBER 13TH, 1929. 


To the Citizens of Southborough: 


Careful consideration has been given to the report of the Water Committee 


and that of Messrs. Metcalf and Eddy, Engineers, who have been retained by the 
Water Committee to study and make recommendation for a plan of water service. 

The Advisory Committee feels that additional data and information con- 
cerning capital charges and annual operating charges is necessary, in order that 
the citizens of the town may have a better understanding of the situation as it 
applies to them individually and collectively from a standpoint of actual annual 
increased expenses, and in order that froma financial standpoint the issues 
involved in Articles III, IV, V, and VI of the Town Warrant may be more clearly 
set forth. 


In compiling the cost figures contained in this report, the Advisory 
Committee have been guided by the studies of Messrs. Metcalf and Eddy, Engineers. 
The figures relating to taxable valuations have been taken from data compiled by 
the Town Assessor's books and are substantially in accord with those of the 
Engineers. 


In considering each plan separately, the costs involved in each plan 
are based upon piping only such streets as are proposed to be piped as shown in 
the plan contained in the Engineers! report, and as planned by the Fayville Fire 


and Water District for Fayville. The cost figures are to be taken as approximate, 


and the computation of annual charges as approximate. It is intended that they 
shall be used only for the purpose of comparing the advantages and disadvantages 
of one plan with another. 


The Engineers have made studies of five possible pene for supplying 
Southborough Township, or portions of it, with water. 


1. A Town system, which would include the Fayville Fire and 
Water District. 


2 A Town system, which would exclude the Fayville Fire and 
Water District. (obviously unfair to Fayville in that it 
would result in double taxation of Fayville and therefore, 
should not receive consideration. ) 


3. <A Water District, which would include Southborough, Cordaville 
and Southville, comprising an area suggested by the Engineers. 


4. A separate Water District for Southborough Genbrey comprising 
an area recommended by the Engineers. 


5. A separate Water District for Cordaville and Southville, 
comprising an area recommended by the Engineers « 


While the Articles in the Town Warrant have no reference to Plan III, 
IV or V, involving the creation of one or more Water Districts, and have to do 
only with a Town System of Water, it is considered advisable to briefly set forth 
the possibilities of creating certain Water Districts and the approximate costs 
involved for each District for the purpose of analyzing the advantages and dis- 
advantages of a Town Water Syeeems

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The following comparative table of facts under the several possible plans, 
is submitted for your information. 


Due consideration should be given to the following influences on net 
charges, which have not been considered in the compilation of figures of any plan 
contained in this report. 


In the event that water is installed under any of the plans set forth: 


(a) It can be assumed that the rate for fire insurance would be 
materially reduced on those buildings which lie within or 
adjacent to the piped area, 


(0) There would be an income to the Water Department from the Fire 
' Department on account of street hydrants, which, however, would 
be paid by an increased tax levy for the Fire Department, so 
that the net cost of the taxpayer will not be changed. 


(c) It can be assumed that the assessed valuation placed upon 
property having water-piped frontage would be increased, which 
in turn will have the effect of reducing the proportionate cost 
of water to the town as a whole. 


(d) There should be a gradual and definite increase in real estate 
values in the water area, which will favorably effect the 
general values of property lying outside the water area. 


(e) In the event that St. Mark's School, Fay School, Deerfoot Farms 
and the Sears Estate purchase town water, the income therefrom 
would materially reduce that proportion of annual charges | 
necessary to be raised by taxation. 


(f) The effect of adequate water supply for fire purposes would so 
materially reduce the annual premium cost of fire insurance of 
St. Marks School and Fay School that, in view of the fact that 
the schools are not taxed, the annual contribution of the 
schools to the town may be voluntarily increased by them. This 
in turn would serve to proportionately decrease the cost of 
water to the town as a whole. 


(g) The future possibility of extending piped area to include addi- 
tional houses at a reasonable cost ang,therefore the direct 
value that may accrue in the near future to certain tax payers 
who: are effected, but do not under the present plan receive 
direct benefit. 


The purpose of the Advisory Committee is to present facts, and recommen- 
dations involving the raising and expenditure of Town money. It is not their . 
function, in any way, to endeavor to influence the voters of the Town for or against 
any issue which may be pending. This report, therefore, is non-partisan and made 
for the sole purpose of furnishing data relative to the effect on town finances in 
the event that town water is installed.

at the Annual Town Meeting to act upon the establishment, construction or purchase 
of a system for supplying the inhabitants of the town or any portion thereof with 
water, and to raise, appropriate or borrow money for the establishment, construc- 
tion or purchase of a system for supplying the inhabitants of the town or any 
portion thereof with water. 


on Article IV -- to recommend that the aforesaid Committee be authorized 
to negotiate with the Fayville District created by Chapter 474 of the Acts of 1923 
with full power to act, subject, however, to the limitation of power placed upon 
them in the recommendation for Article III. 


on Article V -- To recommend that the aforesaid Committee be instructed 
to report to the Town at the next Annual Town Meeting a definite plan for the rais- 
ing, appropriating and borrowing money for the purposes set forth in this Article. 


on Article VI -- to recommend that the Selectmen be instructed to act in

consideration and report. After hearing all Departments 
and persons who presented tuemselves before the Committee 
and having given each article in the warrant very cereful 
study and consideration we respectfully submit tnis report. 


Jue to the many changes and improvements being made 
in the town this year there will be heavy expenses in 
connection with the same. AlLse the otate and County Taxes 
will.be considerable higher besides the heuvy interest 
charges on the watcr bonds. ve may also be faced with an 
expense in connection with the moving of water mains on the 
turnpike. in addition to these items the revenue derived 
from income taxes will probably be much less. A combina- .. 
tion of these items will of course, reflect in w much 
Hhigner tax rate. 


fne jlast page of this report shows a summary of 
the appropriations requested by the several depurtments 
and the amounts recommended by tae Advisory Committee. 
You will nutice tuat there is a difference in the totals 
of over $30,000.00 which meuns that 1f the appropriations 
rejuested were allowed, your tax rate would be approximately 
10.00 per thousand more tnan if you frollow the recommenda= 
tions of your Committee. fnerefore, we strongly urge 
that our recomendations be frollawed.
